Madison, Wis., May 15.—The long 


est session of the legislature in Wis 
consin history, 126 days, counting 
Sundays, closed at noon today ac 
-cording to the clerks of the houses 
but at 12:28 by actual time, 
the 


•clocks being turned back to report on 
bills. 


A number of bil's are still left in 


the governor's hands, among them 
teing the ice tax bill and the 'bil 
creating the county of Gates out o 
the northern 
part of 
Chippewa 


county, on both of which several o 


. the members anticipated vetoes The 


governor has until tomororw to ac 
on them, as they did not reach him 
•until Monday evening and he is givei 
three days in which to consider them 


About one hundred and fifty bill 


might have been delayed in this way 
tut the governor worked up to th. 
last minute in order to dispose o 
•as many of them as possib'e. 


Four vetoes marked the last daj 


of the session, the governor return 
Ing without aproval the bill requir 
ing compulsory vaccination; 
that 


exempting beet sugar factories fron 
taxation; the bill providing on ad 
ditional employee for the 
railroad 


commissioner and the one extending 
•the time for payment of taxes in Mil 
Tvaukee. 


MAY VETO THE ICE BILL 


Serious Question About the Constitu 


tionally of That Measure. 


Madison, Wis., May 15.—It is re 


ported that the Overbeck ice bill, and 
the Gates county bill are both marked 
for the governor's disapproval, both 
on the ground of unconstitutiona'ity 
So far as the ice bill is concerned its 
constitutionality has been questioned 
from the start. 


The Gates county bill is to be ve 


toed, It is said, because of a conflict 
with the apportionment bill. 
it is 


understood that a brief has been filed 
•with the governor attacking the-val 
idity of the law upon that ground. 


Another objection to the bil! is 


that it designates Ladysmith as the 
county seat, which, it is claimed th 
legislature had no right to do. 


Governor Signs Eighty-Nine Bills 
The two houses of the legislature 


met at ten o'clock yesterday morn 
ing but did no business except to 
receive a message from the governo 
announcing the number of bil's whicl 
he had signed. 
in the assembly th 


veto of the Frost bill was again lai 
over. 


No action can be taken upon it 


until the legislature is ready to ad 
journ, because the'roll call will dis 
close the lack of a quorum and tie 
fiction must be maintained to the last 
that the legislature is prepared to do 
business. 
The governor reported to 


the assembly that he had signed flftr 
six assembly bills and to the senate 
that he had signed thirty-three sen 
ate bills.

Adj. Gen. Boardman Sends Out Copies 


of the New Law Relating to 


Wisconsin National Guard. 


Madison, Wis., May 15.—Adjutant 


General C. R. Boardman today sent 
all the officers of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional guard copies of the new law 
providing for the organization and 
discipline of the guard. 
It is prob- 


able that the different divisions of 
the guard will this summer spend 
eight instead of seven days at Camp 
Douglas. 


The adjutant general had planned 


for -a ten-day encampment and had 
asked for an apropriation of $132,- 
000 annually therefor. 
The legis- 


lature, however, cut the appropriation 
to $125,000, and this, it is estimated, 
will cover the' expenses of .an eight 
day's encampment 
The

MACHINISTS AND METAL WORK 


ERS ISSUE AN ULTIMATUM. 


They Demand a Nine-Hour Day With, 


out Redaction of Pay—Allied Union 
Will Assist in Forcing the Mills 
to Terms—Labor Leaders Agree 
on the Plans, 


Washington, D. C., May 15.—The 


representatives of the Machinery and 
Allied Metal Tifades' National and 
International unions .who have been 
in session here for two days consid- 
ering the enforcement of a demand 
that union machinists hereafter shall 
be required to work only nine hours 
a day, with an increase in wages that 
would make the daily scale the same 
under the 
present 
ten hour scale, 


late this afternoon decided that there 
should be a strike on May 20 in shops 
refusing to grant the desired conces 
sions.

most license to have lost his head. 
He is Capt. A. F. Lucas, who, in the

the Lucas well, the largest oil well 
in the world. 


Capt. Lucas is an Austrian 
by 


birth, having come to this country 
about twenty-thee years ago. He 
was educated at one of the Austrian 
polytechnic schools and is by pro- 
fession a mining engineer and geol-

Reservation in the State of 'Wisconsin 


May Be 
Opened—Senator 


Qjarles Makes a Trip. 


There is a possibility 
that 
the 


"Wisconsin Indian reservations 
may 


be opened, and the land they con- 
tain alotted to the Indians who are 
entitled to a share, and the Indians 
on the Wisconsin reservations made 
citizens of the state. . 
The two go 


together, for whenever the lands of 
the reservations are alotted in sever- 
ality to the Indians they are at the 
same time made citizens of the state 
in which the reservation lies. 
This 


would mean 
the carving of about 


2,000 farms out 9f the 393,177 acres 
contained in the 'reservations in the 
state. 


Senator Quarles Returns. 


Senator Quarles returned from 
a 


two weeks' visit to the Indian terri- 
tory -yesterday afternoon, 'says 
the 


Sentinel under date of May 14, where 
he went as a member of the senate 
committee on Indian Affairs to inves- 
tigate the conditions there with 
a 


view to legislation, looking to the 
making of the Indians citizens of the 
United States_and the eventual ad- 
mission of Indian territory into the 
Union. 
Senator Quarles said 
the 


next move would be to visit the In- 
dian reservations in Wisconsin, with 
a view to breaking up the tribal re- 
lations there, making them citizens, 
and placing the Indian reservations 
under the laws of the state of Wis- 
consin. Senator Quarles said the visit 
to the Wisconsin reservations would 
probably would be made in August. 


Should it be found practicable to 


make the 
Wisconsin Indians citi- 


zens, and abolish the reservations it 
would do away with a large portion 
of the business of the United States 
District Court, as the Indians would 
be amenable to the state-law, and 
would be triable in the local courts 
nstead of being brought to Milwau- 
tee and tried 
before the 
United 


States court for every petty offense 
as is' the case at'the present time. 
A very large proportion of the Wis- 
consin Indians have had their shares 
of the reservation lands alotted to 
;hem, and are living without the tri- 
>al relation, and there seems no good 
•eason why they should not be made 
citizens with all the responsibilities 
that the term implies. 
., 


There are four Indian reservations 


n Wisconsin, the Oneida, a few miles 
vest of Green Bay, occupying parts 
of Brown and' Outagamie counties; 
he Menomonie, -which extends over 
)arts of Shawano and Oconto coun- 
ties; 
Lac de Flambeau, lying be- 


tween Vilas and Iron counties; • Cour 
Orei.'les lying entirely in 
Sawyer 


county, and La Pointe, 
in Ashland 


county. 


Have aj Large Area. 


These 
reservations 
have an ag- 


gregate of 614 square miles, con- 
taining 393,177 acres, some of 
the 


land being well adapted to farming. 
The Indians on the reservations:! in 
Wisconsin are stated in the govern- 
ment 
reports 
to number 10,328. 


They are 
divided among several 


tribes, the largest of which are the 
Chippewas, Oneidas and La Pointes. 
The Oneida Indians are the most 
progressive, 
and have (farms on 


which they raise corn, small grain, 
and vegetables.

SIDEWALK INSPECTION. 


The council has 
acted wisely in 


taking steps looking toward 
the 


employment of a sidewalk inspect- 
or. 
One $5,000 verdict against the 


city, with its accompanying 
costs, 


would be sufficient to pay the salary 
of this official for a dozen years, as 
he cannot,. of course, work at side- 
walk .Inspection, during the winter 
months. 
If the work is done well, 


the city will have, under the new sys- 
tem, an authorative record of con- 
dition of every 
sidewalk in town. 


Prompt measures can then be adopt- 
ed, and in consequence, negligence 
on the part of the -city will be hard 
to prove. The mere fact that a side- 
walk is defective does not entitle the 
injured party to damages. The plain- 
tiff must show that the city was 
negligent in not causing the defect 
to be remedied within a reasonable 
time. 


Under the present system, 
the 


street commissioner is required 
to 


do the inspecting, but, as everyone 
knows, he has no time to devote to 
the work if he pays any attention to 
his other duties. 
As a result "in- 


spectors" have toeen employed for 
a few days each yeai' to hunt for de- 
fects. 
Some of the inspectors did 


good work, and others did not. 
In 


some cases the aldermen instruct- 
ed the inspectors not to be too ob- 
serving for fear 
that some voter 


might be offended. The "inspection" 
under this system was genera'ly 
a 


farce, but .under the new system 
things will be different. 


In inaugurating the new system 


the council should take another for- 
ward step, and provide that the in- 
spector shall' perform his duties to 
the satisfaction of the city attorney. 
The city attorney has to bear 
the 


brunt of the 
damage suit fighting, 


and is more familiar with the neces- 
sities of the case than any alderman 
can hope to be. Therefore, he should 
have the power to compel a thorough 
attention to duty, on the part of not 
only the inspector, but of the city 
. police as we.'l in. all work looking to- 
ward the preveutative of "a cause 
for action,'; or the defense of na ac- 
tion already begun. • His official rec- 
ommendation that a negligent 
in- 


spector or a negligent policeman, be 
removed from q^cg 
felloultl i,e su.C- 


Ticlent ground for such, removal lij 
the proper authorities. 


T*h'e city is to blame for its defect- 


sentiment is behind it.. 
The coun- 


il may have been a little hasty in ac- 
tion, but if it made a mistake, it is 
less serious than the dilatory, tactics 
pursued by Beloit.

Known as the Center Delivery, and 


Will Be Started in July—Course. 


of the Mail Route. 


. The first rural mail • route out of 
Janesville will be started on July 
1st. 
It is known as the Center route 


and extends from this city to Fisher's 
corners, beycpd the town. 
From 


there it extends directly north to the 
Evansville road, thence east to the 
Rock River house corners, 
thence 


down the west side of the river to 
the city. H. S. Ames has the contract 
for carrying the mail on this route 
and wil receive $500 per year from 
the government for his services. He 
will travel about twenty lour miles in 
making- his rounds and will make 
the trip every day in the year ex- 
cept Sundays.

dred families will receive the bene- 
fits of this route.

How 
Difficult 
lob Laying the Big 


Pipes in the Water W«B 'Done — 
System 
Put 
in 
. Operation — It 


Took About One Week to Accom. 
plish the Work. 
Thirty-four lengths of eight inch 


•water main making 
four hundred 


and eighteen long section and' weigh- 
ing e'even tons was 
successfully 


lowered to the bed of the river on 
the'west side of the Jackson street 
bridge at ten o'clock this morning. 


The water company are extending 


their \^pe line across the river to 
the n-lghborhood of the Choate-Hol- 
lister' iactory and the canning plant. 
It is alway_s a difficult job to 
lay 


large mains across the river. 
In 


this case a jiew system was "put in 
operation and : worked to perfection. 


On the west side of the 
bridge 


four by fours' were driven into the 
bed of the river about four feet from 
the bridge a.nd pieces of heavy tim- 
ber resting on the bridge nailed on 
top of them. 
The heavy pipe was 


suspended from these supports by 
ropes and hung about two feet above 
the surface of, the water. 
The ends 


were fitted together and calked with 
hot lead. 


The work of joining them together 


was finished yesterday 
afternoon. 


This morning about fifty men together 
with a number of .plumbers and gas 
men, at a given signal lowered .the 
big pipe to its resting place in the 
bed of the stream, an operation last- 
Ing about twenty minutes. 
The con- 


necting mains, have already been laid 
down to the edge of the river on both 
sides arid as soon as the connection 
is made with the section in the river 
the water can be turned on. 


The water "hear the center of the 


stream was six feet-five inches deep 
and in order to get a good resting 
p?ace for the main approaches to 
the shore were scooped out to the 
depth of six feet. 


Superintendent Hyzer considers it 


to be one of the most 
successful 


pieces of pipe laying in their system. 
The work took about a week's time 
and was finished without a hitch. 
The main that crosses the river be- 
low Court street bridge was laid a 


section at a time in the bed o£ the 
stream and ca'ked by a professional 
diver brought here from the east for 
that purpose. 


It cost the water company $2,200 


to lay that piece of main. 
Today 


the same work could be 
done for 


about one third 'of the money. Mod- 
ern methods are a great improvement 
over those'in use ten years ago.
